Hemp w as a 
much more profitable crop t han tohac- 
CO last season. On this account alone 
the crop would have heeii curtailed at 
least one third in Central Kentucky. 
The universal cry t hroii<,dioiii thelhir- 
ley district of scarcity of plants, the 
itackward season, the Miialliiess .md 
delicacy of the plaiit.s. wduld preclude 
all thoii«,dits of an early crop. With 
the hest possiltle conditions from now 
on llie I'Htl crop cannot reach abij^lier 
acreage than tuie-lmlf to tbree tifthsof 
tbe istoo crop in Central Kentucky. 1 
iiave never known a gloomier outkiok 
for tobnooo planting than this season 
presents. If the Uws of supply and 
demand bold good, we will see a very 
material advance in the price of tobac- 
co in the near future, and, in twelve 
months from $.{ to $r, per hundred 
higher prices than the 1!km» crop real- 
ized. There is no (|uestion hut that 
the crop will he short from one-thied 
to two-tifth.s. with condition the most 
favorable that could be imagined."
